AM this is tbe aeanon for railroad pro- 


ects, the Herald beg* leave to offer • 
suggestion to prrtons interested in 
railroad building—and money making. 
What do you think of the proposition 
to build a narrow-gunge from Cande- 
aria to Belleville? We have for some 
time thought of this matter, and often 
wondered that the Northern Belle Com- 
pany did not take the subject under 
consideration and build this road for 
tbeir own use' and benefit. The dis- 
tance from Oande'laria to Belleville is 
eight miles. The route is almost an 
level as a floor, a> d consequently no 
grading to apeak of having to be done, 
is readv to receive the ties and rails 
with but little work. The cost of build- 
ing aud equipping eight miles wonlt 
not exceed in the aggregate $10,000 
per mile, or $80,000 for tbe whole dis- 
tance. The Northern Belle Company 
are now paying $3 per toil for trans- 
porting ore from their mine in Cande- 
laria to the mills nt Belleville. 
The 


r-nmbfr of tons crashed daily is WO, 
making the 
post of transportation 


amount to $360; per month, $10,800; 
per year, $129,600. We have it from 
good anthori'.v that tbe water supply of 
the Belle Company's water works is 
sufficient to ran two more twenty-stamp 
mills. J. S. LongHrwngb. has a spring 
from which a supply could be obtained 
sufficient to run a mill. There are two 
ntber springs in c-lose proximity to Belle- 
ville, either one ol which would furn- 
ish water ennn»h lor a mill. There is 
every probability that should the mines 
of Columbnn District prove an Rood an 
expected, mills will be pnt up in Belle- 
ville to woik the ore. With four more 
mills in Belleville the increased demand 
for transportation facilities would be 
simply wonderful. At least 360 tons of 
ore per day would be shipped from the 
mines to the mills. Ore could be haul- 
ed over the narrow-gauge for $1 per 
ton, at which figure the road wonld pay 
for itself in less than » year, and mines 
wnnld save $2 on every ton crashed. 
What do you think of tbe project? We 
lou't churue anything for the informa- 
ion, but hhouiil some enterprising indi- 
vidual build the rnad and make bin 
ortnne. we won't object to a donation 
of a few thousand.
